“I was absolutely deter¬ 
mined there would be signif¬ 
icant investment so we 
would be ready to go with 
the commemoration of the 
War of 1812,” he said, prom¬ 
ising there would be more 
money to fund events and 
that the people of Niagara 
would be impressed with his 
government’s level of com¬ 
mitment. 

His budget that didn't 
pass, with provisions for sen¬ 
iors and families, should 
have had widespread sup¬ 
port, he said. 

“I think this is an unneces¬ 
sary election and I’d like to 
see us with a majority gov¬ 
ernment. I think that’s what 
most Canadians want.” 

NDP candidate Heather 
Kelley said her party has had 
to be good at working in co¬ 
operation with others, but 
that the NDP is the only 


party that can offer real 
change. 

The Fort Erie union repre¬ 
sentative said her party is 
focusing on sustainable jobs 
and a return of the working 
and middle class. 

The manufacturing sector 
has taken a huge hit, and as a 
result many of the spinoffs 
have also resulted in job loss, 
she said. 

Her priorities include 
secure pensions, good health 
care with reduced prices for 
prescriptions, and ensuring 
Canadians can pay their 
hydro bills, buy gas for their

► Park and Ride in 
the works. 


A more efficient way of 
carpooling to and from work 
might be on its way for weary 


drivers who travel along the 
Queen Elizabeth Way to 
work every day. 

The town is proposing to 
endorse a Park and Ride lot 
adjacent to the QEW to allow 
commuters to meet in a con¬ 
venient location and travel to 
work together. 

The idea behind the Park 
and Ride is to encourage car¬ 
pooling and reduce pollu¬ 
tion and congestion on 


regional and local roads. 

The capacity of the inter¬ 
change is the subject of a 
current environmental 
assessment study initiated 
by the Niagara region and 
the Ministry of 
Transportation, and the 
town is encouraging the 
ministry to include the possi¬ 
bility of a Park and Ride in 
the study—it would be on 
their property, and there 


would need to be access 1 
the interchange, says public 
works director Ewald 
Kuczera. 

“The ministry has care and 
control over that inter¬ 
change.” 

Councillor Jim Collard 
spoke highly of this idea. 
“With gas going to $5 a gal¬ 
lon, it’s important to find 
other solutions to travel.” 

Collard says having the 


Park and Ride facility would 
help residents save money 
and aggravation from the 
stress of commuting. 

He asked for regular 
updates about the Park and 
Ride. 

Updates will be provided, 
and a public information 
meeting is in the works and 
probably will be scheduled 
within the next four weeks, 
said Kuczera. 


Councillor Jamie King 
thanked Collard for bringing 
tbe idea forward to the mem¬ 
bers of council. He used to 
commute to Hamilton and 
he would leave his car 
parked on a side street, he 
said. “It didn’t work.” 

King says a Park and Ride 
lot would be very beneficial 
to the community and is 
"something that is easily able 
to be accomplished.”

‘Check your options’ good advice 


O ur federal all-candidates meet¬ 
ing at the new Anderson Lane 
community centre was one of 
the best in recent years. 

As always, organized by the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Chamber of Commerce, it 
was a very well-organized meeting, very 
controlled, with questions provided by 
the audience that were well-thought- 

And as an aside: with more than 200 
people in attendance at the new com¬ 
munity centre, it was an opportunity for 
Niagara-on-the-Lake residents to see 
how well the auditorium functions 
under those conditions. It was the per¬ 
fect setting for such a meeting—and the 
Second Cup cafe offered an opportunity 
for residents who arrived early to have a 
coffee or a bite to eat—a pleasant 
change from a school auditorium. 

But back to the meeting—each candi¬ 
date received suitable questions and 
sufficient time for opening introduc¬ 
tions and closing statements that they 
all had a chance to clearly outline their 
government’s policies. 

Possibly even more important, with 
two of the candidates, Liberal Bev 
Hodgson and New Democrat Heather 


Kelley new to the campaign trail this 
election—at least as candidates—it was 
a good opportunity to get to know them. 

Rob Nicholson of course has the 
advantage in that department—he is 
already a very familiar face in NOTL, 
and judging by audience response, a 
well-liked candidate, despite Bev 
Hodgson’s attempts to attack his char¬ 
acter and his government. 

That’s what the audience learned 
about the Liberal candidate—she is on 
the attack, perhaps out of necessity, and 
time will tell whether her tactic is suc- 

Heather Kelley is earnest and sincere, 
and although her party platform might 
be better received in other areas of die 
riding, her approach is straight-forward 
and practical. 

Shawn Willick has run for the Green 
Party before. He is likeable, well-spoken 
and confident in his party’s message. He 
also offered some sensible advice. 

To those who think all political parties 
are the same, he said: they are not.

the Centre for Cultural

Willowbank is already on 
the international map, but 
the establishment of the 
Centre for Cultural 
Landscape will broaden that 
scope while helping 
Willowbank fulfill the origi¬ 
nal goals of the school, says 
executive director Julian 
Smith, who has been devel¬ 
oping and practicing the cul¬ 
tural landscape approach for 
more than 20 years. 

He has adapted cultural 
landscape theory to his proj¬

ects both in Canada and 
abroad, and is currently an 
advisor to UNESCO on its 
new international recom¬ 
mendation on Historic 
Urban Landscapes. 

The centerpiece of 
Willowbank’s School of 
Restoration Arts is the three- 
year diploma program, and 
this will continue to be the 
focus of much of 
Willowbank’s efforts as it 
produces graduates who are 
making a name for them¬ 
selves In their field, says 
Smith. 

However, cultural land¬ 
scape—the combined work 
of nature and man, looking 
at historic places as connect¬ 
ed to their surroundings, as 
being part of the larger com¬ 
munity and as having intan¬ 
gible meaning to the people 
around them—will have a 
more external focus for 
Willowbank activities. 

Establishing the centre, 
says Smith, "will give us a 
way to reach out,” allowing 
Willowbank to take a larger 
advocacy role in an area that 
is already central to the insti¬ 
tution’s philosophy and 
teaching. 

It will become the home of 
Willowbank’s annual lecture 
series, the basis for a number 
of new short courses, the 
generator of future confer¬ 
ences and workshops, and 
the framework for partner¬ 
ships with other institutions. 

Cultural landscape theory 
and practice have become 
the centerpiece of a shift in 
heritage conservation to a 


more sustainable and eco¬ 
logical approach, overlap¬ 
ping cultural and natural 
resource conservation, 
“combining the tangible and 
intangible values" of historic 
places, says Smith. 

It puts cultural heritage in 
a dynamic rather than static 
context, and helps bridge the 
gap between heritage con¬ 
servation and contemporary 
design and development. 

Willowbank is already a 
world leader in the cultural 
landscape field, through the 
experience and expertise of 
its staff and faculty 
resources. 

Smith has been an advisor 
to UNESCO in Paris on 
adopting a cultural land¬ 
scape approach to urban 


development in its new 
Recommendation on 
Historic Urban Landscapes. 

He has been approached 
by the World Bank in 
Washington to work with 
them on integrating cultural 
landscape into their urban 
development policies. And 
the Ontario Ministry of 
Culture has approached 
Willowbank to help promote 
a cultural landscape 
approach to provincial prop¬ 
erties with cultural and natu¬ 
ral significance. Shelley 
Huson, Director of School 
Programs, uses a cultural 
landscape framework in 
developing the curriculum 
and faculty resources and 
has helped introduce First 
Nations’ perspectives into 


the program. 

Lisa Prosper, a faculty 
member, is the leading abo¬ 
riginal voice in the cultural 
landscape field in North 
America. And Wendy 
Shearer, another faculty 
member, is a recognized 
expert and the teacher of 
cultural landscape theory 
and practice. 

Dr. Christina Cameron, 
member of the Willowbank 
Board of Directors, has been 
Chair of the World Heritage 
Committee of UNESCO and 
has helped develop the 
international approach to 
cultural landscapes over 
many years. 

Mary Jane Grant, a mem¬ 
ber of the Board of Directors, 
played an essential role in 
suggesting the idea and the 
framework for the new 
Centre, says Smith. 

“The Centre for Cultural 
Landscape is not so much a 
new direction for 

Willowbank, as a realign¬ 
ment of existing resources to 
take advantage of its particu¬ 
lar strengths. It will be one 
more component of 
Willowbank’s unique role as 
an estate, a school and an 
attitude, all related to under¬ 
standing and promoting the 
place of historic resources in 
our contemporary world." 

A three-day course on cul¬ 
tural landscape will be 
offered May 5, 6 & 7 at 
Willowbank, with Smith and 
Prosper instructing. For

clippings, or grasscycling, 
as the region is calling it. 

Under the new Emterra 
garbage contract, grass 
clippings will no longer be 
collected at the curb. 
Niagara Region is hoping 
residents will practise 
grasscycling instead, leav¬ 
ing the freshly cut grass on 
the lawn to naturally break 

To start grasscycling just 
take the bag off your lawn- 
mower and let the clippings 
fall where they may, says a 
regional press release—all 
mowers are capable of

grasscycling. 

Within a few days clip¬ 
pings will decompose, 
releasing moisture and 
valuable nutrients back 
into the soil. 

Regional councillor Dave 
Lepp lives in a rural area, 
with a “significant" sized 

He says he uses the bag 
on his mower about half 
the time, the other half he 
doesn’t—but he has the 
luxury of a vineyard to 
dump his clippings. 

He’s tried composting, 
but because of the size of

his lawn, it’s time-consum¬ 
ing and difficult. 

“It creates a real chal¬ 
lenge. It’s a lot of work,” he 
says. And it’s difficult to get 
rid of the odour. 

Although the region 
eliminated the pick-up for 
cost and environmental 
reasons, it was also due to 
the difficulty of Walker’s 
Thorold composting plant 
dealing with odours, says 
Lepp. 

Neighbours complained 
regularly, and with the vol¬ 
ume of clippings Walker’s 
received, it was difficult, 
even with a sophisticated 
technology, to completely 
get rid of the odour. 

By banning curb-side 
grass collection, the Region 
is avoiding about $450,000 
a year in processing and 
collection costs. 

Residents can still use 
their weekly curb side pick¬ 
up for leaves, plant cut¬ 
tings, branches and thatch 
from spring clean up - only 
grass clippings have been 


banned. 

“It’s easy to tell the differ¬ 
ence between spring clean¬ 
up and grass clippings,"

“One's brown, the other’s 
green. If it’s green it won’t 
be picked up." 

For those who choose not 
to grasscycle, clippings can 
still be dropped off for com¬ 
posting, free of charge, at 
any of the Region's landfills 
or residential waste drop¬ 
off depots—for NOTL resi¬ 
dents, Walker’s Thorold site 
is closest. 

Because there will be a 
lower volume without 
curbside pick-up, the odour 
problem should be elimi¬ 
nated, says Lepp. 

Grasscycling’s many ben¬ 
efits include: 

• Improved lawn quality 
by releasing nutrients back 
into your lawn 

• Cost savings by requir¬ 
ing less fertilizer, water and

Charlotte Petrick, the 14-
